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AGRICULTURAL   LIMESTONE   DISTRIBUTION   IN   193&* 
Preliminary   Report

Returns   from  producers   of   agricultural   limestone   indi- 
cate that   the  farmers   of   Illinois   applied  approximately   1,160,339 
tons   in  193&.      This    is   the  third   consecutive  year  that   reoorted 
agricultural   limestone   consumption   exceeded  a  million   tons.      The 
market   for   agricultural   limestone   is   not   yet    fully   developed,    as 
shown  by  the  wide  variation   in   consumption  per  acre  among  the 
counties   of   the  State.      While   there  are  differences   in  the   lime 
requirements   among  the   soils   of   the   State,    the  low  average  of 
consumption   in  district  No.    3   (see   fig*    1)    is   in  part   accounted 
for  by   a  lack   of   widely   distributed  limestone   deposits   in  this 
area  and  a  higher  delivered  cost   of    stone   from   established  pro- 
ducing quarries.      The   economy   of   limestone  utilization,    however, 
is   not   to    be  gauged  by   the   cost,    but   rather  by   the  net   added 
return   resulting  from   its   use  over   cost   of  application. 

Detailed   statistics  were  received   from   Illinois   oro- 
ducers   and  from  producers   in  Indiana,   Kentucky,    Missouri,    Iowa, 
and  Wisconsin,    who    ship  agricultural   limestone   into   Illinois. 
Information  was   also   received  from   certain  farm  advisers    in  Illi- 
nois,   supplying  data  for  the  many    small   local  producers    in   several 
counties  whose  production  figures   were  not   available. 
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A  preliminary  report  on  the  total  tonnage  of  agricul- 
tural limestone  marketed  in  each  county  in  Illinois  during  1937 
and  1932  is  given  instable  2.  "The  approximate  number  of  pounds 
of  limestone  used  oer  acre  of  arable  land  in  each  county  during 
193&  is  given  in  table  3*  This  is  calculated  on  the  basis  of  the 
acreage  of  arable  land  in  each- county  as  reported  by  the  United 
States -Census  of.  Agriculture,  .1935 *■••  -The  counties,  in  this-  table 
are  grouped  into  areas  as  defined  on  the  index  map  at  the  end  of 
this  report .       =  -  — ■ 

Revised  figures  based  upon: more  complete  data  will  be 

published  in  the  annual  statistical  report  of  the  State  Geological 

Survey.   It  is  not  anticipated  that  substantial  changes  from  the 
preliminary  figures  will  occur.' 

FARM  TENANCY  AND  THE  LIMESTONE  MARKET 

.Farm  operators  in  Illinois  are  classified,  according 
to  the  United  States  Census,  into  three  general  classes  on  the 
basis  of  the  terms  under  which  they  operate  their  farms,  as 
follows:  : 

Full  owners  and  part  owners.   The  latter  Own  a  part 
and  rent  from'others  the  land  they  operate. 

Managers  operating  farms  for  others  and  receiving 
wages  or  salaries  for  their , services . 

Tenants  operating  hired'  or  rented  land  only. 

In  the  State  of  Illinois  in  1935  there  were  31,661,205 
acres  of  arable  farm  land,  divided  according  to*  tenure  as  follows:

The  marketing  of  agricultural  limestone  to  tenant  far- 
mers presents  problems.   For  instance,  when  a  t.enant  gives  up  his 
lease  and  .rents  another  farm,  a  suitable  arrangement  often  does 
not  exist,  between  landlord  and  tenant  with  respect  to  compensation 
for  unused  benefits  of  limestone.   Certain  classes  of  landlords 
also  do  not  properly  appreciate  the  value  of  limestone  as  a  means 
of  maintaining  the  productive  «value  of  the  soil,  and  as  a  conse- 
quence tenanted  farm  land  is'  in  many  cases  not  supplied  with  lime- 
stone in  amounts  that  are  necessary  to  preserve  its  productivity. 
It  would1  appear  that  an  essential  step  in  the  encouragement  of 
limestone  use  on  tenant  farms  is  to  work  out  a  formula  of  compen- 
sation for'unused  limestone,  which  would  be  acceptable  to  both 
tenant  and  landlord.   This  is  particularly  important  in  view  of 
the  high  percentage  of  tenancy  in  Illinois  in  the  leading  agricul- 
tural counties.  Proportion  of.  farm  tenancy  by  counties  is  shown 
in  figure  1  and  table  1.'  ■
